There were numerous reports from 
over the state fit'blunders at the May registration, and 
doubtless many voters neglected to enroll' at that time 
solely because'they wanted to get a better understanding 
of the law's requirements before they presented them- 
selves for registration. Announcement is now made that 
in the supplies to be given out for the next registration on 
September 6, there will be a third blank which may assist 
in simplifying matters. This is for persons of foreign 
birth who'come to the United States as minors with their 
fathers and become citizens by virtue of parental naturali- 
zation. The only blanks used at the May registration were 
for native born voters and for voters who had legally de- 
dared their intention of becoming citizens. The new ad- 
dition is likely to materially assist in simplifying the work 
of registration, and give the new law a better chance tc 
justify the claims made for it in the prevention of illegal 
voting. Meanwhile, voters ought to remember that they 
have before them but two remaining opportunities to reg- 
ister before the coming election. Those who have not al- 
ready registered must do so on September 6 or on the Oc 
tober date or they will be barred from the polls in Novem
